Washington, 
April 
17. — Drys 
brought college professors and Can­ 
adian officials to their defense to re­ 
fute evidence of wets that the col­ 
lege student had broken down mor­ 
ally because of prohibition and that 
the Quebec liquor distribution sys­ 
tem is a good thing. 
Concentrating upon these two fea­ 
tures of their case before the senate 
prohibition investigating committee, 
Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel of the 
Anti-Saloon League, called 
A. 
W. 
Stagg, athletic director of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, and Professor Ir­ 
ving Fisher and Henry Farnham of 
Yale, to tell whether 
students 
of 
those institutions are drinking and 
if it is corrupting their morals. 
W. E. Raney, former attorney gen­ 
eral of Ontario, and another Canad­ 
ian official are to tell w hether the 
Quebec system of government liquor 
distribution has stopped 
drunken­ 
ness and crime there. 
The drys plan to present their case 
briskly during the 18 hours of their 
day in court which was granted to 
them to answer the argum ents of 
the wets. 
Their publicity is more efficiently 
organized than that of the wets and 
their case is more evenly presented. 
Where wet 
sympathizers 
crowded 
the hearing room last week during 
the presentation of the wet case, 
drys now fill the seats, applauding 
the dry points and ignoring those of 
the wets. 
Each night Wheeler meets with a 
committee of lieutenants 
and 
ar­ 
ranges the testimony for the next 
day. 
Witnesses are 
marched 
with the precision of a militant a r­ 
my in contrast to the presentation of 
the wet case. 
It appears now that the hearings 
may dose within a week. 
Drys ob­ 
tained consent of the committee for 
fours hours a day, which would con­ 
clude their case in five days. 
.The 
committee declined to give the wets 
more than two hours a day.

DECLARE 4.4 PCT. BEER 
IN ONTARIO FAILURE 
W ashington. April 1 7 .— Legisla­ 
tion of 4.4 per cent beer in Ontario 
has been a failure, W. 
E. 
Raney, 
Toronto attorney and former atto r­ 
ney general of the Ontario province, 
told the senate prohibition commit­ 
tee today. 
“Those who wished to 
drink beer protested that there was 
not enough kick in the light beer,” 
Raney declared. 
“ It also has been 
found that those who took out li­ 
censes to sell this beer were using 
their 
licenses 
as 
shields 
to 
sell 
stronger stuff.” 
Raney's evidence was adduced by 
the drys to discredit pleas of wets 
that legislation of light beer dvould 
aid enforcement. 
W ets are dissatisfied with the sys­ 
tem because it is 
insufficient 
and 
drys oppose it because it is a weak­ 
ening of enforcement— so no one is 
satisfied with it, Raney added. 
“ Furtherm ore, the experiment of 
other Canadian provinces with gov­ 
ernm ent distribution of hard liquor 
likewise has fallen into disrepute,” 
Raney contended. 
“ Hotel men spent thousands 
of 
dollars in fitting 
up 
premises 
to 
make them comply with the 
law. 
And then the whole thing fell flat— 
for the beer 
drinkers 
said 
there 
w asn't enough ‘kick* in the govern­ 
m ent’s healthful, invigorating, non­ 
intoxicating beer. The permits were 
in fact useful to the holders chiefly 
as disguises for the sale of something 
stronger,” he said. 
“ Less than a year ago Montreal 
paid $75,000 to hear the truth about 
itself. A police probe was held which 
produced 200 witnesses and 10,000 
pages of evidence. 
Much of the evi­ 
dence about the drinking 
(under 
government control) and social vice 
and about fib? protection of crime 
and wrong doing 
was 
sensational 
and the community gasped. 
“ But not for long. 
Th® report of 
the investigator. Judge Coderre. con­ 
demned the interference with 
the 
police by aldermen, the toleration of 
vice and the lack of discipline in 
the police departm ent and 
recom­ 
mended the appointment of a new 
chief.

WAS 40 MILES WEST OF SPOT 
WHERE HE ABANDONED

Cairo, April 17.— (U P )— Captain 
Estevez, leader of the Spanish Mad- 
rid-Manila-Tokio flight, was found 
today in the desert after almost a 
week’s search by airplanes, 
tanks 
and native trackers. 
The captain's 
mechanic still is missing and 
the 
search for him is continuing. 
Es­ 
tevez was in fairly good condition 
despite his ordeal. 
The flier was 
found 40 miles west of the 
spot 
where his abandoned plane was lo­ 
cated several days ago by royal air 
force planes. 
Estevez and his me­ 
chanic had left a note aaytnfj; they 
were vyalkfng toward Amman, pales­ 
tine, 120 miles distant. •' 


Estevez anil his two fellow pilots 
were oh the Cairo-Bagdajj stage of 
their -highU when the former wqfe 
forced down. 
Captains Gallarza and 
Loriga got through without incident 
and now are at Agra. India, prepar­ 
ing to fly to Calcutta. 
Sandstorms hampered the search­ 
ers for 
Estevez. 
The 
abandoned 
plane was five miles off the regular 
route. 
Officials in Madrid reported 
that the captain and his mechanic 
carried only one day’s rations and 
for th a t reason it was feared neither 
would be found alive. 


Cairo, April 17.— Captain Estevez, 
the Spanish flier, and his mechanic, 
were found today after nearly a week 
in the desert in the region of Am­ 
man, Palestine. 
Esteve? was found first about 40 
miles from the spot where his aban­ 
doned plane was located several days 
ago. 
The mechanic was found soon 
afterward. 
Both men were in fair­ 
ly good condition, all things consid­ 
ered.

“ Next to British Columbia, Quebec 
province has the largest dope tra f­ 
fic in Canada. 
In 1924 out of a to­ 
tal of 950 convictions in Canada for 
violations of the narcotics act, 581 
were in British Columbia, a govern­

Quebec, another government control

It is fair to say that coast 
provinces are naturally 
prone 
to 
have more cases. 
“ My impression is 
that 
Quebec 
has the system of government con­ 
trol that is most acceptable to the 
brewers and distillers as well as the 
extreme wets. 
“In 1915 in Manitoba before pro­ 
hibition. the jail 
population 
was 
1,591. 
In 1920, under prohibition 
it was down to 964. 
The number 
increased from that time on until in 
1923, when government control went 
Into effect. 
That year the number 
of inmates in the 
prisons 
reached 
1,307. 
Last year the jail population 
showed the biggest increase in IO 
years, growing from 1,396 to 1,660, 
a record figure for the period. 
"Tire first complete year of gov­ 
ernm ent control showed 793 convic­ 
tions for violations of the temper­ 
ance act. 
Last year the number 
grew to $55. a figure larger 
than 
that for all but one year under pro­ 
hibition.”

The Forst- 
mann & Hoffman Company, one of 
the largest mills in the district, se­ 
cured a court order of a drastic tem ­ 
porary injunction forbidding picket­ 
ing or conversing 
with 
workmen 
against their will. 
Violation of this 
order will result in arrest on charges 
of contempt of court. 
Other mills 
are likely to seek similar injunctions. 
Observers predict that the crisis 
of the strike will be reached Mon­ 
day. 
Sheriff Morgan and mill 
owners 
believe that many workers will ac­ 
cept the offer to return 
to 
wrork. 
Strike headquarters on 
the 
other 
hand, 
announced 
that 
picketing 
would be resumed 
at 
every 
mill 
next week and that the percentage 
of workers who would return would 
be negligible. 
Picketing has been behind most 
of the trouble in the textile area and 
Sheriff Morgan is expected to issue 
orders forbidding the 
strikers 
to 
gather en masse.

New Jersey textile strikers as a body 
and is giving aid to those who seek 
It, Frank Morrison, secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, de­ 
clared today. 
“ We have always supported any 
strike 
against 
Intolerable 
condi­ 
tions,” 
Morrison 
told

Press. 
Funds are being raised and 
distributed to the strikers’ families 
where there Is need, he said. 
President Green of the American 
Federation of Labor, has refused to 
recognize the United Front commit­ 
tee and U h organizer, Albert Weis­ 
bord, and charged that he Is con­ 
nected with the communist 
group 
seeking to overthrow the 
existing 
order in labor unions. 
This stand, Morrison pointed out 
today, has not prevented organized 
labor from lending ald because of 
the principle Involved in the strike 
of mill workers. 
“ We are not going to let anybody 
starve on account of this 
strike,” 
Morrison asserted. 
Money is being sent to Mrs. Sarah 
(’onImy, n*rretary-t renew er of th e 
United Textile Workers’ Union, af­ 
filiated with the American 
Federa­ 
tion of Labor, for use In 
Passaic, 
and the mill towns affected, where 
there is apparent 
suffering, 
said 
Morrison. 
President McMahon of this union 
is in close touch with developments 
But since the workers do not belong 
to lits organization it was stated no 
more than moral support and pecun­ 
iary afd w h ere there is want can be 
given. 
The executive council of tho Am­ 
erican Federation of Labor has en­ 
dorsed the present, stand of organiz­ 
ed labor toward the textile strike, 
Morrison said.

THE BAKK THAT WILL SOT MIX 
The first stop in the m anufacture of paper front spruce logs is tile com­ 
plete removal of the brown hark. 
Science has found a way to use almost 
every waste product in industry but thus tar no use has been found for 
spruce bark for it will not mix. 
Small chips or bits of bark left with the wood will resist every effort 
of the machinery, acids and other processes and appear in the finished paper 
as brown spots. 
Nothing can persuade the bark to mix. 
It starts out bark 
and rem ains bark to the end. 
In every community there are bits of social h a rk —people who will not 
mix—people who resist every effort to make them a part of the community. 
They live in the com m unity but are no part of it. 
They help support no 
charities, hold no offices, assum e no responsibilities, give no assistance to 
any com munity move and are usually able to tell all that is wrong with 
tile community. 
They pride themselves on the fact that they attend to their own busi­ 
ness. 
That is really their great fault. 
They attend only to their own busi­ 
ness and the community business gets none of their time, interest or atten ­ 
tion unless it is a criticism. 
They are often good people and good for nothing to the neighborhood. 
lf they belong to a church they go for what they can get and not for 
what they can give. 
If they belong to a lodge it is for the sake of the 
privileges and rot for the good they can serve, 
lf they belong to a lunch 
club it is with the thought that it will help their business, not with the 
thought that it will help the town. 
They refuse to serve on committees, are professional duty-dodgers, alibi- 
shooters, complacent critics and uncohscious recipients of public charity. 
He who lives in a com munity and shares in its benefits without contrib­ 
uting to its needs is accepting the benefit a of the public spirit of the com ­ 
munity and giving nothing in exchange. 
That is charity. 
Pity the poor bark that will not mix.

VOCAL ACTIVITIES IN HEAVYWEIGHT BOXING 


Bv HENRY L. FAR RELL 
(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, April 17. 
When collegiate football officials were raising all 
the fuss last winter about the over-emphasis that was being directed at foot­ 
ball it was pointed out that they were merely over-emphasizing the over- 
tm phasis and trying to keep everything quiet bv shouting. 
The same reasoning might be applied to recent vocal activities in the 
heavyweight boxing division. 
Prominent writers pointed tint that all the 
talk about a Dempsey-Wills match, a Denipsey-Tunney match, a Tunney- 
Wills match was ballyhoo and that the, faces Tex Rickard was making be­ 
hind tin* backs of the boxing commission were only gestures. 
lf the talk is all ballyhoo, why help it along by talking about it? 
The 
only excuse for ballyhooing the ballyhoo is that the public might be inter­ 
ested in following all the intricate moves that have to be made now in m a k ­ 
ing a million dollar championship fight. 
The uncertainty that tin* uncertain Dempsey has injected into this p ar­ 
ticular situation, makes it more than usually Interesting. 
When Dempsey and Carpentior were matched it was essential to the 
promotion of the match to put over the idea that tile lighter and slighter 
(•arpentier bud a chance. 
When Dempsey put away old Bill Brennan and 
took twelve rounds to do it. a good many prospective ticket buyers decided 
that the Frenchman had a real chance against a Dempsey who had gone 
far back. 
Now the main interest is provided by creating and maintaining a public 
belief that Dempsey is afraid of Wills and Tunney will never fight again. 
The personalities exchanged between Dempsey and his manager of record, 
Jack Kearns, have not been of any detriment to the interest developed in 
the situation although the break between the champion and his former m a n ­ 
ager was not a deliberate move to keel) the lire burning under the steam 
boiler. 
Tex Rickard has complicated matters by insisting that ho doesn’t want a 
Wills-Dempsey match that ought to be worth two million. 
He says the match 
can't be staged but the New York boxing commissioners insist that Rickard 
wants the match and will make it if anyone else tries. 
The involved Dempsey-Wills-Tunney s t a t i o n offers the possibilities for | 
two tremendous money making matches and the commissioners charge that 
Rickard wants the Tunney-Wills match first and the winner next against 
Dempsey. 
The possibilities are plainly apparent. 
Rickard, wise in the ways of promotion, is situated in an ideal place 
when he can play an end against the other end or both ends against the 
middle. 
No matter what happens he will win one lug stake. 
He has Dempsey, Wills and Tunney tied up tight in contracts to fight at 
his dictation. 
Dempsey denies that the contract signed by Kearns hinds him 
but Rickard has been assured by counsel that it will hold in any court in 
the land. 
Any one who is well informed knows that Dempsey either signed or prom­ 
ised before his light with Jess Willard at Toledo to string along with 
Rickard in all his future fights. 
The interests of all concerned—even the public interest, which is seldom 
considered—could be promoted best by having a Wills-Tunney m atch first, 
with the winner against Dempsey. 
The statements of Dempsey that he will not sign articles until after 
Aug. 3, when his contract with Kearns expires, so that Kearns cannot get 
any cut of his purse helps along the argum ent— as long as Dempsey will not 
light until late fall, why not match Tunney and Wills for a mid-summer 
match? 


That is what is going to happen and it will be interesting to see how 
Rickard brings it about.
